Speed. 

It’s what captivat- 
ed Lindsey Vonn 
when she was a little 
girl in Minnesota, 
even if the hills she 

was skiing then were more molehills 
than mountains. It’s what propelled 
her to the pinnacle of her sport, argu- 
ably the greatest ski racer of all time. 

And it’s what keeps bringing her 
back, despite all the injuries and long 
having had nothing more to prove. 

“Ilove going fast,” Vonn said, her joy 
unmistakable as she grinned and let 
out a big laugh. “When I moved out to 
Colorado, I was always the person 
trying to beat all the other kids and 
going fast. 

“Its fun. Going fast is fun. Every 
time I get to do a downhill or I’m going 
fast, I get to the bottom and I’m smil- 


ing. I’m grinning ear to ear because it’s 
just so invigorating. You feel so alive 
and so fresh and so free.” 

Vonn is doing a lot of grinning these 
days, heading into the Pyeongchang 
Olympics on one of the hottest streaks 
of her career. She has won five of her 
last eight races, including both down- 
hills over the weekend in Garmisch, 
Germany, and now needs five wins to 
match Ingemar Stenmark’s all-time 
World Cup record. The Games formally 
begin Friday. 

“It has really been the exact prepa- 
ration that I was hoping for going into 
South Korea,” Vonn told the Associat- 
ed Press after Sunday’s win.

Dow has 
biggest 
one-day 
point drop 


Plunge is no crash, but it 
edges closer to correction

The Dow Jones industrial average 
suffered its biggest one-day point drop 
in history, plunging 1,175 points Mon- 
day and giving back all its 2018 gains 
as a flash-crash-style drop intensified 
a free fall that began last week. 

Fears of spiking inflation and bor- 
rowing costs caused investors to re- 
think their bullish views on stocks, 
which until just last week had fueled 
huge gains in the blue-chip Dow. 

In a wild day on Wall Street, the 
Dow suddenly spiraled almost 1,600 
points at one moment — in what some 
analysts said was a computer- and 
machine-generated drop similar to the 
Dow’s “Flash Crash” back in 2010. The 
average then recovered and ended the 
day down 1,175.21 points, or 4.6%, at 
24,345.75. 

Though the pounding in point 
terms was historic — the loss eclipsed 
the one-day record of 778 points dur- 
ing the 2008 financial crisis — Mon- 
day’s decline was not sizable enough 
for Wall Street pros to describe it asa 
crash. And the decline didn’t even 
make the top 20 biggest percentage 
drops for the Dow. 

“A waterfall crashette” is how Gary 
Kaltbaum, president of Kaltbaum Cap- 
ital Management, described the drop, 
which left the Dow down 8.5% for the 
year and closer to a long-anticipated 
“correction,” or 10% drop, that many 
Wall Street pros have been calling for 
after the Dow’s 25% gain last year. 

Asked why the Dow, which cratered

Dow continues to fall: 
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Maps draw battle lines in federal, state elections 


Parties jockey for position 
with redistricting lawsuits

WASHINGTON - The political battle 
for control of Congress and state legis- 
latures in November and beyond has 
Democrats and Republicans decrying 
election maps as unconstitutional 
while simultaneously fighting over 


who will draw them in the future. 

Democrats won the latest round 
Monday when the Supreme Court re- 
fused to intervene in Pennsylvania, 
where the state’s highest court last 
month struck down congressional dis- 
trict lines drawn by Republicans. The 
maps have helped the GOP win 13 of 18 
House seats in the political battle- 
ground state. 

The high court’s greater influence 
could come in the next few months with 
rulings on partisan maps drawn by Re- 


publicans in Wisconsin and Democrats 
in Maryland. Those decisions, in turn, 
could affect many of the 37 states where 
state lawmakers, rather than commis- 
sions, draw the lines. 

But while both parties are tied up in 
those and other legal battles — includ- 
ing in Michigan, North Carolina, Texas 
and Virginia — they also are fighting at 
the polls for control of the state legisla- 
tures that will draw the next set of maps
